His Hiſtorie of Sir N.. 
liam Wallace, is ſo linked 
to that of King Robert 
the Bruce, that the one 
followeth jumpe vpon 
the other: For after that 
Sir John Me nieitb (vpon 
the faire and large pro- 
miſes of King Edward of 
England) had traiterouſ- 
lie betrayed Wallace vnto 
hiscruell enemie , ho carried him to London. where 
King Edward cauſed him moſt vnhumanelie to bee 
tortured, and cruellie executed. Immediatlie God 
ſtirred vp Robert the Bruce, to bee a finall Deliuerer of 
this poore afflicted Nation, out of the hands of that 
cruell Tyrant. And therefore, to cleare the whole 
'Hiſtorie, IWas forced to ſet do wne ( briefelie) the 
ſumme of the Hiſtorie of William Wallace collected 
word by word out of our beſt and approued Hiſt 
riographers, in the Preface of Bruce Booke. And now 
being in hands with his owne Hiſtorie, I thought it 
moſt connentent to prefix it there vnto. And albeit 
the full Riſtorie be not comprehended in this briefe 
Diſcourſe”, yet the chiefe matters are poincted at,

After the Battell of Rain, Wallace entering on 


Ship-boord, paſt to Fraxce, where with what ver- 
tuouſneſſe 
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oed tuouſneſſe hee did ſhine, what dangers 
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hee ſufferedy” 
as well on the Sea by Pirates, as by Englſhiurn i 
France: and howe manfullie hee behaued himſelte, 
, as well in France it ſelſe as in Scot- 
land, beareth witneſsing. For with Phily King of - 
France , hee was had in great Honour, reuerenced 
with praiſe, and with familiar communing gentlie 
intreared : Manie ample Landes were offered vnto 
kim for to abide perperuallie with him + Manie 
Lordſhips and Townes, both in Burgh and Coun- 
trey were giuen to him. But hee beeing allured by 
his natiue Countrey, and naturall affection, accor- 
ding to the manner of e wen, hearing after his - 
departure out of Sceland, the Realme to bee vtterly 
oppreſſed, was eaſilie, at the requeſt of his Contr. - 
trey-men , purpoſed home againe, if the King of 
France had not retained him, as it were, againſt his 
will. For Philip, King of France, to the intent tkat 
WHacs ſhould abide with him, wrate vnto Edmarde, 
King of England, his Brother-in-Law,eſpeciallie for 
Trewis to bee taken berwixt him and the Realme of 
Scotland (as it ſhall bee ſhowne heereafter) for this 
2 that hee ſnould not for anie ſpace want the 
ence of Wilkem Wallace, whom hee moſt tenderlie 
auoured, & ce.

row hee ſent à woman to ſee what was become of 
the Gae-Hall: who founde it in the olde former 
eſtate. So that the whole matter was but a fantaſie,

But nowe. to the Compend of the Hiſtorie of Oy 
William Wallace, mentioned a li:tle before. 
EpwarD, KI NG of ENGLAND, had fo {ore op- 
Tthis poore Countrev. & altogether brought 
it (as hee ſuppoſed) vnder his ſubjection, and obe- 
dience; Noble. men lacking both ſtrength and ſuffi- 
cient courage to with-ſtand his Forces, and a great 
number of the Pieres of this Land joyning their for- 
ces with King Edward, eſpeciallie the Bruce, and his 
faction, with manie others; G OD ſtirred vp this 
valiant Champion, liam Mallate, a Man of Noble

retained of them in great eſtimation: which teſtifie 


loſt; hee paſſed-from the Gaike-Hall:: and ene 
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. the Reader. . . 
and ancient Family, who did Aces inthoſe W. | 6s ; 
not only aboue all mens expectation, but alſo incre. 
dible, being a man of 1 — bodily ſtrength, & high 
courage: He hardened his body againſt injuries of 
Fortune, and confirmed his courage by perillous at - 
tempts, to enterpriſe higher and Re euen with 
danger: hee gathered vnto him ſome companie of 
Men, and here with not only ſlew any Engliſh men hee 
met With, but often times alſo with few fought with 
great numbers in ſundry places where hee met with 
them, & fle them. In ſhort ſpace his fame filled both. 
the Realms: ſothey that had like cauſes as he had, & 
not vnlike lone to their Countrey, gathering toge- 
ther, ſwarmed to him from all parts, and within few 
moneths he amaſſed an indifferent Army:Noblemen 
for feare or laſhneg lying ſtill, Wallace was proclai, 
med Gouernour,and as Lieutenant for Ballzell, com- 
manded as lawful! Magiſtrate. Hee tooke not this 
name of pride, or of defire to Empire, but onely (like 
another Sampſon) vpon cotmpaſsion, and loue of his 
Countrey-people. After this, hee eſſayed with open 
force, tooke many Caſtells, (either not ſufficienly 
furniſhed, or not well guarded, or negligently kept) 
and razed them. His Men of Warres mindes were ſo 
confirmed, that vnder his conduct they feared no 
perrill, for that his hardiment lacked neuer wiſdom, 
nor his wiſdome the wiſhed euent. So in ſhort ſpace 
he wan all the Forts that Engliſumen poſſeſſed beyond 
Forth. | | 
King Edward hearing theſe rumours, and haning 
all his Army with him in France, hee wrote to Henrie 
Pearfie, Lord of Northumberland, & to William Latimer, 
to raiſe quickly Forces out of the next adjacent 
Countreys, and joyne themſelues with Creſſinghame, 
IE

EA Scott. Maallare in this time beſieged the 
aſtle of Cowper in Fiſe,to the ende his men of Warre 
hould not be idle, attending the coming of the Ex. 
barmy: his enimies now coming neare, marchedſ 
Airectly to Strimiling. (The River of Forth bath no foordes 
„ Struling) Yet there was a woodden bridge, ouer 
15 which (ie ſunghame paſt, with the greater part of 
$army; che reſt following ſo thick, (the bridge 


being ouerburthened With ſo eber weght) bra 
pieces. The Scars charged theſe that were paſt; be- 
for they could bee arayed, flewe their leader, droue ll 
backe the reſt in the water, with ſo huge a ſlaughter, 
that almoſt the whole were either {lain by the Scots: 
or drovnd in the riuer. Wallsce after this ſo folowed 
his fortune, that he left not an Engliſh menis Scotland, 
except priſoners. This victory was obtained ypo the 
Iaes of Septemb. 1297 Hereafter folowed great famine 
for not manuring of the 22 and Peſt followed 
Hunger:wherof greater deſtruction was feared than 
of the Warre. Wallateto remedy this aſwell as hee 
might, charged al fenſible men,to come vnto him at 
a certain day, & caried them with him into Enzland; 
where liuing in winter in their enemies landes, they 
ſpared Vier at home; where hee remained from the 


kalerids of Nouember, vnto the al. Febr. and no man 
durſt match him. And then hauing inriched thẽſelfs 
with their enemies ſpoyls, returned with great glo- 
E this journy augmented Wallaces fame and au- 
thority among the people, ſo it increaſed the Noble 
mens enuy againſt him: whereof Edw. being priuy, 
ſetting things in France in ofder, as time would per- 
tit g his old ſouldiers beyond ſea, amaſsi 


his old ſouldiei nd ſea, amaſsing a 
very great army V pon the ſudden of nouices, he mar 
ched toward Scotland;but when in the plain of Stane- 
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To the Reader. 
ure botharmies ſtood in order of battel, about 
a mile from other: & dx. viewing Vall. hoſte, his Skil 
and order of battell: albeit he had a greater number 
of people, yet durſt he not hazardzreturning his ſtan 
derds, ſoftly retired; but Vall. for feare of ambuſh- 
ment durſt not follow, This victory obtained with. 
out blood, againſt a moſt potent King. The enemies 
of Fall. more ſharpely aſſaulted him, raiſing brutes 
through the countrey, that hee openly ſhotte at the 
cingdom. So they conclude, by all means to ſubuert 


wall. authority, Theſe deuiſes not vnknown to King 
Edw. hee raiſed great army of Engliſh & Seorr, who 


rea 

had remained cone in their promiſe made to him: 
the next Somer came vnto Falwkirke: which village is 
kai vpon the very ruing of Sewers: wall, diſtant 
rom $trinding s miles. The Scottiſh hoſt abade not far 
from thence, ſtrong enough indeed, for they were 30 
thouſand, if the Rulers had agreed amongſt them- 
ſelues. The Rulers were John. Cummine, John Stewart, & 
Will, Wallace. The former two in bloode & puiſſance, 
the laſt in Marſhall glory, moſt flouriſhing of al Scot- 
land. While as the 3 battels ſtood in redines to fight, 
anewe contention was added to the former enuy, 
I ho ſbould lead the Vanguard: & neither of them giuing 
place to the other: the Engliſhmen ended the ſtrifę: 
who in order of battell, with diſplayed Banners, 
came ypon them with expedition; Cymmin with his 
companie fledde without ſtroke; Srewardenuironed 
both behinde and before, was ſlaine, with his hoſte, 
Wallace bee ing ſore ſet vypon in front, and Bruce com- 
ming about à Kno wle, to charge him on the backe, 
contained his men together in ſuch order, as in 
ſuch eſtare ber beſt could, and returned backe ouer 
CARRovN Water, where hee defended himſelfe,

hauing gathered together thoſe that were fled, and 
Bruce deſiting toſpeak with him, he refuſed not; whe 
theſe two alone ſtood right ouer againſt other, at a 
deep & narrow part of the Riner, Brace firſt ſaid; hee 
wondred at him, that being earied with the facile fa-

uour of the people, would hazard himſelf in ſo many 
perils ægainſt a King, moſt puiſſant of that age: aſsi- 
ſted alſd ieh great ſupport of Scoti, & that without 
any hope of tecompene of his pains? For albeit hee 
vanquiſhit Ed, the Schr wuld neuer allow of him 
to be King: and if he wert duerthrowne, hee had no 
refuge, but in the mercy of his enemy. To whom - 
lace anſwereꝗ: I (ſaid he) neuer took theſe paines to 
purcliaſe to my ſelf a King dom, for that is vnagtee- 
able with my condition, and my mind couets it not: 
but ſeeing my Counttey- inen, through your cowar- 
dice, to hom tlie Realme rightly appertains, deſti- 
tute of Rulers, & hereby caſten into their moſt cruel 
eneinies hands: not only in bondage and flauery, but 
euen to the ſnambles. I pittied their caſe; & haue en- 
rerprifed the defence of their cauſe, forſaken by you, 
whoſe liberty I Hall not fotſa ke, before my life for- 
ſake me. And ſo the conference ended: either of both 
returning to their one. After this vnhappy Battell 
Wallace returned to perth, and there skailed his army, 

iuing plate to the enuy born againſt him: and after 
that da / enterpriſed nothing for the Realm: and re- 
nounce I the ha ne of Magiſtrat: albeit he left not off 
the inua ling of the Enghſh Nat ion, whereſoener hee 
could be the ir Maſter. Edward, after this, waſted, by 
all Warlike calamities, the Lands beyond Forth, euen 
to Perth: ſubduing choſe that in ref pect of the preſẽt 
miſery qurſt not ſtirre: and ſo retired with his Army 
into Eugen. The Scott that were carefull for the 
liberty of their Real ne, a little refreſhed after the 
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To the: Reader. 
nem ies departure, made /obn Cunmine younger, 
Regent: ar by the aduiſe of che Counſell ent — 
aſſadours to Philip Halloes, King of France, to trauell 
ich him, that by Mediation of his Siſter; who was 
hen affianced to Edward they might atleaſt obtaine 
Truce. By her trauels they obtained Truce ſor ſeuen 
oneths, Fut not obſerued (bana fide:) for Engl ſbmen 
ook the Ambaſſadours that were directed to Boni 
xcius the eight, and impriſoned them. The Scott in 
he meane time, who could not abide the tyranny of 
Englſhmen;nor culd by no puniſhment ſatiat Edwards 
ruell mind;neither yet obtaine peace ypon juſt con- 
ditions, prepared themſclues with obſtinat minds to 
ght it out, without all hope of pardon. + Firſt they 
droue allSdmerds Captains foorth of all Towns, and 
Fortreſſes, and vexed the Scots, of the Engliſh faction, 
ith all the force they might: while as the ſlate of 
atters, thus cõt inued almoſt two years. Edward ſent 
taulph Corfray, with a puiſſant Army, to ſuppreſſe 
his rebellion of the Scott and to put an end to thoſe 
'atres: This Army without impediment waſted all 
o Roſling,a, place in Leut hi an, four mile sdiſtant from 
dinburgh; and to de ſtroy ſarther within the Country 
dluided their Army in three. ohn (ummine, and Iuhn 
raſer the moſt wealthy men in Tweed dale, gathering 
o the number of 8 ooo men marched towards the 
nemy, of purpoſe either to keepe in the enemy, that 
he ſhould not run at randon to ſpoyl the Country, or 
they found better occaſion to follow Fortune. Beta 
er occaſion was offered than they looked for : For 
ngl-ſbmen fear ing nothing leſſe than the comming 
of their enemies, ſo often ouerthrowne: behauing 
themſelues more loſcly than was expedient, in their 
enemies ground, by ſudden comming of the Scots;

a 2 they that eſcaped raiſed great tu. 
— the ſecond camp, wher was fearful. 
ly raiſed, euery man ing his Mate to ſupport 
their own, they prepared thẽſelues for reuenge. The 
conflict wa, terrible, as betwixt theſe that were fiers 
throgh victory, & theſe that were enraged by thirſt 
of reuenge: in end, th Eng diſcomfiſt & chaſed; 
victory, albeit not vnbloody, yeelded tothe ſeot:the 
third hoſt, which had bin furder off, affraid the ſcoes, 
for many being wounded, & moſt part weried with 
travels in a late battels, foreſaw manifeſt danger to 
enſue hy fighting, & aſſured deſtruction by flight, at 
length the Heads comanded to ſlay all captiues: leſt 
while they were occupied with thᷣenemy, tkey ſhuld 
come vpon their backes: they armed their ſeruantes 
with ſlain mens armor, & ſo made ſhew of a gteater 
army to their enemies: the battel begun was keetily 
foghten on both ſides: che fight being doutfull for 4 
while, the Scots by exhortatiò of their leaders, & cal- 
ling to mind their late doble victory, tene wing their 
ſtrẽgth, ran ſo fiercely vpõ their enemies, that their 
aray broken, they gaue backs. It was foghten at Roſ- 
line, the 6 of the kal. of March, 1820. The more notable 
that this victory was, ; haſts in one day overthrown 
by one, the more ſharply Edw. ſet his mind to deface 
this ignominy, and once to put an end to this long- 
ſome Warre. Hee amaſſeth a greater army than euer 
he did before, &perſued Scor{and both by land & ſea, 
to the vttermoſt borders of Ros, No man in warfare 
durſt hazard himſelf aga inſt ſo puiſſant an army, ex

A- 
mong the reſt of Scuttiſt nation with Edw. was Robert 
Bruca ſon, who cõtended with Ballo for the King- 
dome, and lahm Cummine, couſen german to ohn Bal- 
liall, late King of Scots. Edw. had ſpoken often times 
ſeuerally, & long time holden them in the hals, vpon 
vain hope of the K ingdomèe, & ſo uſed their meanes 
in the conqueſt of the ſame, being both me of great 
wer and friendſhip: but the deceitful mockãge at 
ength manifeſted: there was nothing more de 
of either of them, than occafion to be reuẽged vpon 
Ew. falſet againſt promiſe &truſt to both: but emu 
lation whereby the one ſuſpected the other, was the 
ſtay, that neither durſt comunicar his counſel to the 
other. Nom un. perceiued theſe doings miſcõtented 
Bruce, vehemently deplored vnto him the miſery ok 
their Countrey, beginning from the n 1

and inueighing greatly aganſt the King of Enetan 
1 rithiantelf, chen e 
aſs iſtance & trauelles their people were brought to 
this miſery, proceeding further from this beginning 
of ſpeach, euery of them promiſing ſecrecy to other 
vpon their Faith and honeſty. They agreed bet wixt 
themſelues thus: That. Bruce ſbould be Kino and Cum- 

mine ſhauld reſigue his Right in his fano urt: and Cummine 

ſhould haue l Lands that, Bruce poſſiſd in Scotland, (he 
had many faire and fruitfull Lands) and Cumm ine 
ſhould be ſecond in honour next vnto the King. Theſe things 
ſworn, written, and ſealed, Bruce waiting oportunity 
of change, paſtto the Court of England, leauing be- 
hind him in Scotland his wife and brethren: After his 
departure, Cummine either tepenting his former ad- 
uiſe, or els hee thought by craft to cut away Bruce, 
that thereby hee might more eaſily come by the 
Kingdome. He bewrayed theſe ſecret sto Edward: & 
to purchaſe credite herein, he ſent him the Contract 
ſigned by both. Bruce was ſummõd toa day for trea- 
ſon, charged not to depart from Court, & quiet kee- 
ers appoincted vnto him, commanded toeſpy both 
is words and deeds. The cauſe why the King pro- 
tracted time in this ſo manifeſt a turn, was, that his 
brethren might be apprehended before the brute of 
his execution ſhould ariſe. Bruce in the meane time 
was informed of the ſudden danger, by his old frend 
the Earle of mera: who durſt not counſell him by 
letter to flee, but warning by example, ſent a pair of 
guilt ſpurs, with ſom pieces of gold, as if he had bo- 
rowed them the day preceeding. Robert; as men in

"Horſe feet in the ſnow might bewray their flight, & 
that ſame night might be eſpfed: accompanied with 
other two, took iourney vpon the 7 day thereafter:

le executed With diligence: for delay brought danger, leſt a 
Noble-man, fauoured of the people and there with alſo wiſe & 
ſtout ſbould raiſe new troubler, & c. The Cummines treaſon 
alſo by this teſtimony tried, Rabert inflamed with 
rage of ire, paſt dire ctly ta Prumfricſe, where he vnder 
ſtood his enemy was:and finding Jolm Cummin in the 
» Gray-Friers Kirke: produced his letters, & reproued 
him bitterly, while as hee impudently ſtoode to the 
deniall therof; but he, impatient, in wrath ſtrak him 
in the belly with his Dagger, and leſt him fox dead. 
When he was horſing again, James Lindeſay his cou- 
ſen,and Reger Kirk -Parricke,his frend, perceiving his 
countenance changed, inquired the cauſe? Hee tolde 
them in a worde, Hee believed Cummine was dead. What 5 
ſaid Lindeſay, haſt thou left ſo dangerous a deed in doubt? & 
ther with he entred into the Kirk, and not only ſlew 
him, but alſo. Robert ( ummine, his kinſman, preaſsing 
to ſupport him. This murther was committed the 4 
of the 1des of Febynary, 1305. About this time William 
Wallace was taken, and betrayed,by Toby Memieth, his 
familiar companion, corrupted by Edwards Mony: in 
the bounds of Glaſgow, where he lur ked for the time: 
ſent to London, where by Edwardes command hee was 
vnhoneſtly beheaded, and quartered: his members 
(to terrifie others) hung vp in moſt publicke Places
